RUSSIAN AUTHORITIES CONDUCT 
CASE WITH OPEN DOORS.

GOMEL (Russia) Nov. At- 
lantic Cable.} The trial of the persons 
charged with being reeponsible for the 
anti-Jewish riots here in Sepiember.

The police and soldiers finaliv «s- 
ca , Owing to the interposition of a 
rabbi. Two days later some rafiroad 
workmen who had announced that they 
intended to take vengeance on the 
Jews came into the town at neon. The 
police had been warned, and «a com- 
pany of soldiers was brought tn and 
halted the wo:lanen at the bridge. The 
Jews assembled behind the soldiers, the 
two sides anathematizing each othe. 
finally herting stones. Appeals of “he 
police ch to the rioters to disperse 
were in vain. At last a policeman wes 
struck by a brickbat, and the w men 
shouting “The Jews have a 
policeman.” surged across the bridge. 
There were revolver from the 
Jews, whereupon the captain command- 
ina the soldiers piaced his company 
between fhe opposing forces, and the 
workmen finally were diapersed in the 
direction .of the suburbe. 

Rut the Jews would not even listen 
to a rabbi. who was present. and the 
soldiers finally charged them with bay- 
onets, and access to the wealth Je~- 
ish quarter was closed. In the mern- 
thme. the workmen were reassembling 
on the outskirts of the town, and be- 
gan pillaging, and a detachment of sol- 

were continuously engaged in dis- 
persing them. while the Jews elsewhere 
were attacking every Christian they 
could find. The first volley fired by the 
soldiers was in the quarter known as 
“America.” where two workmen wore 
killed.
